The Chairman opened the meeting, the Board Members were introduced and the agenda was read.
The Planning Board Members were present to jointly with the Selectmen to appointment an
Associate Member to their Board. Planning Board Members present were: Steve Nocco, Steve
O'Neill, Tom Dilmore, and Bill Grammer. Former member Caryn DeCarteret submitted a letter on
interest to serve as an associate.

2. New Business

The Board of Selectmen jointly with the Planning Board voted 9-0 on a motion by Selectman
Jackson, second by Selectwoman Coughlin to appoint Caryn DeCarteret as an associate member to
the Planning Board. Roll Call Vote: Selectman Reault, yes; Selectwoman O'Neill, yes; Selectwoman
Coughlin, yes; Selectman Lemoine, yes; Selectman Jackson, yes; Member O'Neill, yes; Member
Nocco, yes; Member Dilmore, yes; Member Grammer, yes.

e Liquor License Request — Change in Directors and Change in Manager/Change in
DBA/Amend the Entertainment License - Smokey Bones, 431 Middlesex Road

Barberque Integrated, Inc. dba Smokey Bones has petitioned the Board for a two changes to their
liquor license and to amend their entertainment license to be able to offer non gaming poker
tournaments. Barbeque Integrated Inc has retained the services of Attorney Peter Nicosia to
present the changes listed above. The Manager change was not on the agenda for this evening as
the change was done at a previous meeting in November of 2009. This evening the only changes
before the Board is the Change of a Corporate Officer and the Change in the DBA. Before the
Board were Attorney Nicosia, Manager Mike Herchuck and Corporate General Manager David
Terry. The changes were presented and the Board voted favorably on the two corporate changes
and continued the amendment to the entertainment license to Monday October 4, 2010.

The Board voted unanimously on a motion by Selectwoman Coughlin, second by Selectman
Jackson to change the dba from Smokey Bones BBQ to Smokey Bones Bar & Fire Grill #7515.

The Board voted unanimously on a motion by Selectrnan Lemoine, second by Selectman Jackson to
add Corporate Officer Rick Walters to the list of corporate officers.

The Board continued the Entertainment License hearing to Monday October 4, 2010.



+ Tyngsborough Housing Authority — Presentation .
The Housing Authority Executive Board Chairman Rick DelLeo, Vice Chairman John Pelletier, .
Marguerite Giguere, and Director Melinda Thiede were introduced; Members Michele Reichter and :
Cory Lambert were absent. The Authority did a slide presentation to help inform the resident of
the role the housing authority plays in making available affordable housing for residents who
would not be able to continue living in the community after retirement. The two boards discussed
the affordable housing plan that is being updated by NMCOG and what role does the Housing
Partnership play in the plan. Mr. DeLeo complimented the partnerships role played in formulating
a housing plan and to work with the 40B developers. The Authority is looking to increase their
housing stock and are asking for assistance in locating land /available buildings that could be
converted into affordable units. The Housing Authority is meeting at the end of the month and has
asked the Housing Partnership to attend and do a presentation. The Authority would like to work
with the Partnership. Selectman Lemoine did present the Partnership portion of the discussion.
The Partnership works directly under the direction of the Housing Authority. The Partnership has -
been very successful. They partnered with the ZB A, and the Authority in creating the Affordable
Housing Plan and working with 4 projects to bring the town’s housing quota to 12%. Two of the
projects spent close to 5 million dollars in bring water and sewer up Middlesex Road and increased
the revenues through fees and rates. The Housing Authority should be involved in upgrading the
plan and with the Partnership. There were still some questions to be answered and more
information to be attained. The Board voted unanimously on a motion by Selectman Reault,
second by Selectwoman Coughlin to request of the Zoning Board of Appeals to not transfer any
units to the Partnership. Until the Partnership and the Authority meet in a work session to
discuss further.

This will give the Administrator more time to hopefully move to a
longer term and a proposal to include the services of Animal Inspector.
The Board voted unanimously on a motion by Selectman Lemoine, second by Selecman Jackson to
enter into a 90 day extension to the agreement with the Town of Westford, the extension to end
December 31, 2010. '



e Art Display
Selectman Jackson spoke about the art display board that the Education Foundation awarded the
HS Art teacher to display art work in the lobby of the Town Hall.

Dear Honorable Selectmen,

The Board of Assessors must inform you that financial projections (new growth and supplemental
assessments) for Fiscal Year 2012 will be lowered considerably, if our department does not receive the
proper documents and correct data from building and occupancy permits. This past year, our
department assessed over $12,000,000 in supplemental assessments resulting in over $90,000 of
additional tax revenue for the Town and $22,000,000+ in new growth vaiuations, resulting in almost
$280,000 of additional levy capacity. Asthe de-partment‘that prepares and submits the Recapitulation
Worksheets to the state as part of the tax rate approval process, we understand the Town’s financial
situation, however we cannot continue to fairly and equitably assess property while maximizing revenue
unless the Inspectional Services area is properly funded, staffed and managed.

In light of the recent departure of the Building Inspector, the appointment of an interim inspector and ,
the intent to hire a permanent inspector, it Is imperative that we strengthen the process of record
keeping and communication between departments. According to the Massachusetts General Laws and
overseen hy the Department of Revénue, it is the assessor’s job to fairly and equitably assess all taxable
property, however we cannot do this without improved cooperation from the Building Department.
Please refer to the Supplemental Assessment IGR No. 03-209, which states, “Assessments are triggered
by the issuance of a temporary or permanent occupancy permit. Therefore, the assessors and building
inspectors will have to develop a system for ensuring that the assessors’ office receives tih’leiy
notification of all accupancy permits issued.” As you are well aware, our department’s budget has been
cut and we cannot continue to chase the necessary information. We can make requests and
recommendations, but there is simply not enough time in the day to manage other departments.

However, it is our job to make you aware of the potential adverse ramifications. The Town Accountant,
Jacquelyn Cronin and | have discussed these issties and we both are very concerned that the lack of
funding and oversight may compromise the town’s financial postion and the ability to send out property
tax bills in a timely fashion. The Board of Assessors made Town Administrator, Michael Gilleberto aware
of this situation a few months ago and we are confident that he understands the potential implications
and hope to see the necessary improvements in the process. Chairman Phil O’Brien and ! have both met
individually with Mr. Gilleberto over the past few months and have made suggestions about the

SURVEY REPORT

Land Engineering and Environmental Services, Inc. was contracted by the Town of
Tyngsboro to determine the location of Cedar Street and mark it out on the ground.

Research was conducted and a field survey locating monumentation in the area was
completed between April 20 and April 22, 2010. The location of Cedar Street marked in

the field reflects information shown of a plan entitled “Plan of Elm Street in
Tyngsborough, Mass. as laid out in 1937 and accepted by the town.”, prepared by James

E. Kendall Surveyor , Dunstable, Mass.-dated May 1951, unless otherwise noted.

First, the location of Elm Street in the vicinity of Cedar Street needed to be established
Monumentation shown on record plans (pl. bk. 175 pl. 18 and pl. bk.217 pl. 210} was

recovered east of Cedar Street and used to establish the location of Eln Street between

Alder and Birch Street. The deed distance shown on the Cummings plan (pl. bk. 56 pl

55) was held to establish the angle point in Elm Street east of Cedar Sireet. - A stone
bound in the base of a tree and a drill hole as shown on a plan recorded in plan book 117

_plan 92A were also recovered at the south side of Elm Street at Birch Street (see

As you are aware, immediately after the 2010 Federal Census data is released, each municipality
in Massachusetts with populations greater than 6,199 inhabitants must redraw their local precinct
lines for use by the Massachusetts General Court in its upcoming redistricting of state and federal
representative districts. This process, called re-precincting, can be a challenging procedure for a

municipality particularly in these difficult economic times.

[ am writing to offer each municipality technical assistance from my Office in the upcoming
re-precincting process. This service will be provided at no cost to your municipality. indeed,
my Office provided this same assistance after the 2000 Census and successfully assisted

municipalities in completing re-precincting in a timely manner after release of the Census data.

This Office will provide local officials charged with the responsibility to re-precinct with personal
consultation by a re-precincting analyst to assist you in developing a compliant local precinct
plan. This Office will also make available mapping services fo assist you in redrawing your
precinct boundaries. While this Office will make available technical support and consultation, the
actual decisions as to the boundaries, demographic composition of precincts and communities of

interest making up each precinct, remain the decisions of each municipality.

For the 2010 Census, we expect that the Census data will be released no later than April,

2011. After the data is released, each municipality will need to work quickly to develop and
approve a re-precincting plan for submission to the Local Election District Review Commission
(LEDRC). The LEDRC is a three-person body comprised of the Governor, the Secretary of the
Commonwealith, and the Attorney General, or their respective designees. The LEDRC is charged

{over)



with the responsibility of approving each local re-precincting plan.

If a municipality required to redraw their precinet lines fails to do so in a timely manner, the
law requires that the LEDRC appoint “a master” who will re-draw the precinct lines subject to
approval and amendment by the LEDRC. The cost of re-precincting by a master is borne by the

municipality.

After all cities & towns have completed re-precincting, the Legisiature acts on creating new

Congressional and Legislative Districts based on the Census 2010 data.

Thank you for providing representation of the MassDOT-Iighway at the August 16, 2010 meeting of
the Tyngsborough Board of Selectmen. This letter is sent as a follow-up to questions and issues that
were previously relayed via Resident Engineer Brian Polley. Below is a summary of those questions
and issues: '

Temporary bridge: there are loose plates on the temporary bridge, and the bridge makes loud
noises when vehicles drive over those plates. Some plates also appear to be broken and/or
sticking up. Is this an issue that can be corrected? And could you please share the maintenance
schedule for the temporary bridge?

Traffic_signalization: are the traffic lights synchronized, and if they are not can they be
synchronized or can other steps be taken to alleviate traffic backups during busy times of the
day? And is there a battery backup for the signals, in the event power is lost in the area? Also,
will the signals on the east and west side of the river be synchronized when the projects are

complete?

Utility pole location: the utility poles have been re-located from the east to the west side of
Middlesex Road, interfering with the Town’s efforts to enhance the Town Center. The Board
has previously expressed its opposition to the re-location of these poles. How can this impact be

mitigated?

Wires on the bridge: it has come to the Town’s attention that Comcast wires will be hung
overhead on the bridge once completed. This will negatively impact the aesthetics of the bridge.
Can these wires be placed in conduit under the bridge?

Sewer pipes on the bridge: can the Tyngsborough Sewer Commission place a pipe under the
bridge, in conjunction with its townwide sewer master plan?




Overall construction and utility location schedule: what is the timing for the completion of all
construction and utility work? :

Former General Store: the Town is very concerned about the appearance of this building. It
continues to attract graffiti and vandalism. What can be done to expedite its demolition?

I'm writing this letter with great emotional stz:.due to recent events that taken place at
Thirsty’s. My original intent was to speak at citizens time, unfortunately my ability to speak under stress

prevents that from happening.

This letter is not to address the recent possible alcohol related violations, but is instead to relate
the recent increase in activity at Thirsty’s, and also to raise the possibility that included copies of reports
of the Department of Housing and Community Development may have some bearing on the status of
Thirsty’s pi'eotection under the by-laws covering noncenforming structures and uses.

On Sunday, September 5, 2010 Officer Walsh responded to a noise complaint involving Thirsty’s.
As stated by the accompanying police report Thirsty’s staff had no or fittle effect on quieting their
patrons as they exit their premesis, which has proven to be the rule rather than the exception. Even
with a Police presence the crowds have proven to be uncontrollable at closing time. Video footage '
available shows approximately seventeen people exiting the building after the required 1:15am time
recorded on their license. This is also the rule and not the exception. '

September 10, 11, and 12 also were busy evenings due to special promotions each night, but on
Sunday morning between midnight and 1:30 am the noise level and activity was ridiculous compared to
anything we have ever experienced as neighbors to the Banjo Pub. Asleep on my couch in my living
room at the rear of my house | was awakened by noise In front of my house. investigating the source of
the noise | heard my neighbor across the street exchanging obscenities. Earlier in the evening | calied .
the Police Station to request a patrol car be dispatched to Thirsty’s at closing time in order to insure that
Thirsty’s customers didn’t hang around after closing hours. | arrived at my front door at approximately
1:10am to discover my neighbor invoived in a shouting match with men parked at the corner of his
property. Being very irritated with the situation | opened my front door and stepped out onto my steps.
It was then that | observed Officer Ryder at the near entrance to Thirsty’s parking fot, standing near his
patrof car. Unfortunately,in a not too pleasant tone | called to him and asked him why he wasn’t
attempting to control these peaple. His response to me, also with a little irritiation in his voice, but not
disrespectful, was that he was instructed to make sure everyone was gone by 1:15am. At that point
everyone exited the parking lot, including Officer Ryder. A video of this entire evening is available upon
request. On Monday afternoon | requested a copy of officer Ryder’s report of that incident, but was
informed that na incident report was filed because it was considered a routine patrol of the premises at

closing time.



Once again it has been proven that Thirsty’s has been unable to control crowds during the nights
of live entertainment or special events. The granting of live entertainment to Thirsty’s has proven to be
a disaster for the neighborhood. This board has, over the concerns and fears and objections of the
neighbors, created a situation that will never be resolved as long as Thirsty’s is allowed to have live
entertainment. Left unresolved, situations such as occurred on Sunday morning can easily rise to a level
that may result in personal injuries. The intensity and change of character of this business is a far cry
from what has been there for the past 60 years or more. The continued violations regarding alcohol, _
entertainment, and closing times has got to stop.

That brings me to my next topic, the “grandfather clause”. The town’s interpretation of this
“clause” is very limited. The accompariying literature just scratches the surface of cases challenging the
protection of businesses operating with 3 nonconforming status.

Section VI of the Department of Housing and Community Development speaks of a three part
test. At first glance it appears as if Thirsty’s would have a hard time passing that test. After speaking to
severat lawyers they all believed that if taken to court the neighbors would more than likely enjoy a
favorable result. They also discussed the possibility of seeking monetary damages for health related
conditions caused by stress and constant disruption of sleep over the last 10 months. Thee question was
who to sue, Thirsty’s, the town, or both, it is my sincere wish that this problem can be resolved without
the involvement of courts or lawyers. Examining Thirsty's performance record for the past 10 months
should make it a no brainer as to what needs to be done. The time and aggravation to this board, the
police, the neighbors, and others is in no way a benefit to this town. Take away the live entertainment;
bring it back to what it was, and all the problems go away.

In closing, | would appreciate it if this board could take the time to think back 10 months ago
when on more than one occasion the citizens of this community were given assurances that if the
“privileges” extended to Thirsty’s were abused or proved disrupting they could be taken away just as
easily as they were given. Now is the time to walk the talk.

Statement of three tests for determining whether a use of premises after the adoption of a zoning
by-law or ordinance fits within the exemption therefrom granted to pre%oxisting noncenforming
uses. [23] :

Warranted findings in.a suit in equity justified conclusions that a use of premises in a town by a
house builder, before the adoption of a zoning by-law by the town placed the premises in a
residence zoning district, for mixing concrete only as an incident to his building business,
employing equipment having a mixing capacity of four cubic yards, had changed subsequent to
the adoption of the by-law into a use as a modern plant for the manufacture and sale of ready
mixed concrete, employing equipment having a mixing capacity of thirty-five cubic yards, and that
the later use did not reflect the "nature and purpose” of the earlier use, was different in quality or
character from the earlier use, was "different in kind in its effect on the neighborhood,” and was
not entitled to the protection afforded to pre%existing nonconforming uses. [23-24]

Statement of a proper decree protecting continuance of a nonconforming business on
residentially zoned premises antedating the adOptioh of the zoning by-law, but enjoining a
different kind of business originating on the premises subsequent to the adoption of the by-law
and not entitled to such protection. [24]

BILL IN EQUITY filed in the Superior Court on September 4, 1964.
The suit was heard by Cahill, J. All parties appealed from the following final decree:

"The above-captioned cause came on to be heard and after hearing, it is hereby ordered,
adjudged and decreed that the Respondent, John Chuckran, be and hereby is restrained and
enjoined . . . from opsrating the business of
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cement mixing on the premises situated at #437 North Street in the Town of Bridgewater . . . and
from the sale and distribution of cement or cement mix from the premises . . ..

"Provided, however, that the Respondent may continue with reasonable expansion the sale of
building materials and his operation as a builder substantially as he operated it prior to June 3,
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block building at said #437 North Street; as well in connection therewith he may continue to
operate the small batcher plant located just east of his garage.

“The Respondent's business activity is to be confined to that portion of said #437 North St.
running roughly from the garage easterly to the vicinity of the so-called turnaround and southerly
of Cedar Crest Drive to Respondent's southern boundary.

"No more than two trucks are to be used by said Respondent in said building business. Use and
storage of trucks and mechanized equipment not used by Respondent in connection with his said
building business as authorized above is forbidden.

"The Respondent is further ordered to remove from that part of #437 North Street which lies north
of Cedar Crest Drive empty cement bags, piles of sand, grave!, and other mix materials including
cement, vehicles and other equipment which may have been wrecked, dismantled or abandoned
as useless or as obsolescent."

Harry P. Dunn for the Town of Bridgewater (Robert G. Clark, Ifl, for the interveners, with him).

George L. Wainwright (Charles P, Buckley with him) for the defendant,

KIRK, J. The town seeks to enjoin the defendant from using premises, owned by him and
located in a residence district, for the mixing, sale and distribution of concrete. The judge
voluntarily made comprehensive findings of fact, which, by adoption following requests under
G. L. c. 214, Section 23, became a étatutory report of material facts. The evidence
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is reported. We apply the same standard of review that was applied in DiBurro v. Bonasia,
321 Mass. 12, 13, 15.

The facts found by the judge are fully supported by the evidence. We summarize them. The
zoning by-law became effective on June 3, 1957. Prior to that date Chuckran's premises, at
437 North Street, were used for his residence and for the keeping of building materials which
he sold to others or used in his own principal business as a house builder. The materials were
kept in a cement block building erected by Chuckran to the rear of the dwelling. Incidental to
his building business he used a smali batcher on the premises and a portable batcher
mounted on a truck to mix concrete which was then poured for foundations of houses built by
him. More frequently he bought and used concrete mixed by others. The total mixing capacity
of Chuckran's equipment in 1957 was four cubic yards. His other equipment in 1957
consisted, at most, of two dump trucks, a tractor loader, a heavy duty trailer and a one and
one-haif ton truck.

Since the adoption of the zoning by-law Chuckran has greatly increased his concrete mixing
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mounted on steel legs thirty-five feet high with a long conveyor beit which would feed
ingredients into the bin from which concrete mix would be poured into trucks stationed below.
Six of his trucks are ten-wheelers. in 1961, the telephone listing for the business was
changed from "John Chuckran Lumber Company"” to "Chuckran's Lumber and Concrete
Company.” Also in 1961, Chuckran added the words "and Concrete" to the signs on his
trucks. increasingly unsightly mounds of empty cement bags have piled up. Old motor
vehicles and other waste materials have accumulated over an area larger than that originally
used by Chuckran for business purposes in 1957. From all appearances, the mixing of
concrete and the supplying of it to others is now a major enterprise.
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Chuckran was unable to supply business records prior to 1960. Although he contended that
he was engaged in the concrete mixing business prior to zoning and that his increased
activity in that line was a permissible increase in volume within the scope of the exemption for
a nonconforming use (see Building Commr. of Medford v. McGrath, 312 Mass. 461 , 462) the
judge found, and we agree, that Chuckran’s pre-1957 work with concrete was incidental to his
main business of construction whereas his activities since the enactment of the zoning by-law
show the emergence of a new business in the manufacture, sale and distribution of ready
mixed concrete.

Recent cases have emphasized three tests for determining whether current use of property.
fits within the exemption:granted to nonconforming.uses. (1) Whether the use reflects the
"natyrerand purpose” of the use prevailing when:the zoning by-law took effect: Massachusetts
Broken Stone Co. v. Weston, 346 Mass. 657 , 662. Superintendent & Inspector of Bldgs. of
Cambridge v. Villari, 350 Mass. 176, 177-178. (2) Whether there is a difference in the quality
or charaeter,.as well as.the degree, of.use. Brady v. Board of Appeals of Westport, 348 Mass.
515, 523. Building Inspector of Malden v. Werlin Realty, Inc. 349 Mass. 623 , 624-625. (3)
Whether the current use is "different inkind'ify its effect on the neighbarkigod™Medford v.
Marinucci Bros. & Co. Inc. 344 Mass. 50 , 80, and cases cited. We think that Chuckran's
current use of his land with respect to his concrete mixing business is barred when tested by
these standards.

The original nature and purpose of the use which was exempted from the zoning regulations
was use as a house builder's main yard in which the mixing of concrete was merely incidental

to the general business. In so far as the land is now used as a ready mixed concrete
manufactory and center for supply to others, the:original:nature and purpose of the-enterprise....
has.changed:See Lexington v. Bean, 272 Mass. 547 , 553.

The.quality and character of the use has also changed in
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that the concrete operation has now developed "into a modern plant using more elaborate
fixed facilities . . . [and} more complicated vehicles" than in 1957. Seekonk v. Anthony, 339
Mass. 49, 53-54. The deleterious effect of this change on the otherwise residential
surroundings is obvious. Compare Cochran v. Roemer, 287 Mass. 500 , 508, with
Marblehead v. Rosenthal, 316 Mass. 124 , 128.

Applying the "minimum tolerance which must be given to non-conforming uses," Chilson v.
Zoning Bd. of Appeal of Attleboro, 344 Mass. 406 , 411, to the judge's findings, we think that
Lhuckran-has not sustained the burden of proving that his current use of the land has not
changed from:the-1967.use: Colabufalo v. Public Bldgs. Commr. of Newton, 332 Mass. 748 ,
751.

In order to reduce the prospect of further litigation we think that the final decree should be
modified to make clear the legal effect of the findings of fact made by the judge. The first
paragraph is to be modified by adding the following clause, "reserving to the respondent,
however, the right to operate a concrete mixer with a capacity not in excess of four cubic
yards for the sole purpose of providing concrete in connection with the performance of his
own building contracts.” The second and third paragraphs are to be expunged. The fourth
paragraph is also to be struck out, andthe following provision substituted therefor: "The only
trucks or mechanical equipment to be permitted on the premises-areto be those used solely
in connection with the building business." The fifth paragraph is to be modified by adding a
requirement that the defendant dismantle as soon as practicable the thirty-five foot high
structure and its appurtenances. The date for compliance with the latter provision is to be
fixed by the judge.

As thus modified the final decree is affirmed with costs of appeal.

So.ordered.

This outline gives limited information relative to nonconforming structures and uses and is intended only for
informational and reference purposes. When a question of legal interpretation arises, local officials should always
seek the advice of their municipal counsel.

I NONCONFORMING STRUCTURES AND USES

Chapter 40A, Section 6. "Except as hereinafter provided, a zoning ordinance or bylaw shall not apply {o
structures or uses lawfully in existence or lawfully begun, or to a building or special permit issued before
the first publication of notice of the public hearing on such ordinance or by-law required by section five,

1. The existence of a nonconforming use is determined as of the date of the first publication of notice of

the public hearing on the bylaw. Tamerlane Realty Trust v. Board of Appeals of Provincetown, 23

Mass. App. Ct. 450 (1987).

2. A ronconforming use or structure is created due to a zoning change and where a business use had
begun by variance such use was not a nonconforming use which could be altered by special permit.

Mendes v. Board of Appeals of Barnstable, 28 Mass. App. Ct. 527 (1990).

3. A use of property which existed prior to the adoption of a town's zoning bylaw, and would require a
special permit under the bylaw were it not pre-existing, qualifies as a nonconforming use, Shrewsbury
Edgemere Associates Ltd. Partnership v. Board of Appeals of Shrewsbury, 409 Mass. 317 (1991).

4. Use of property which does not comply with parking requirements could be categorized as a
nonconforming use. Osgood v. Town of Andover, 38 Mass. App. Ct. 1129 (1995),




5. A self-inflicted nonconformity makes a conforming structure an "unprotected” structure. Martin v,
Board of Appeals of Yarmouth, 20 Mass. App. Ct. 972 (1985); Marblehead v. Deery, 356 Mass.
532 (1969).

6. Issuance and reissuance of a fuel storage permit did not entitle a use to nonconforming protection as

a lawfully existing use. Whitten v. Board of Appeals of Woburn, 38 Mass. App. Ct. 949 (1955).

7. Issuance of a special permit rather than the recording of the permit marks the beginning of protection
from subsequent zoning changes as a prior nonconforming use. Cohasset Heights, Ltd. v. Zoning
Board of Appeals of Cohasset, 53 Mass. App. Ct. 116 (2001).

8. A nonconforming use is not extinguished by a transfer of property. Cape Resort Hotels, Inc. v.
Alcoholic Licensing Board of Falmouth 385 Mass. 205 (1982); Revere v, Rowe Contracting
Company, 362 Mass. 884 (1972).

9. A structure is nonconforming if located on a lot that does not meet the minimum lot area requirement
of the zoning bylaw. Fitzsimonds v. Board of appeals of Chatham, 21 Mass. App. Ct. 53 (285).

10. Use operated for over 10 vears-in accordance with a building permit but which did not obtain:- a
special permit as required by the bylaw was not entitled to protection as a prior nonconforming use.
Bruno v. Board of Appeals of Wrentham, 62 Mass. App. Ct. 527 (2004).

11. The use of property under a lease for a proper Federal purpose may be immune from the
application of a town’s zoning bylaw, but it is still considered a nonconforming use. Durkin v. Board
of Appeals of Falmouth, 21 Mass. App. Ct. 450 (1986).

12. The burden of establishing a prior nonconforming use is on the party claiming the benefit of such
protection. Hall v. Zoning Board of Appeals of Edgartown, 28 Mass. App. Ct. 249 (1990). '

PROTECTED STRUCTURES AND USES

Chapter 40A. Section 7. "... if real property has been improved and used in accordance with the terms
of the original building permit .., no action ... to compel the abandonment, limitation or modification of
the use allowed by said permit or the removal, alteration or relocation of any structure erected in reliance
upon said permit by reason of any alleged violation ..., shall be maintained, unless such action, ... is
commenced ... within six years next after the commencement of the alleged violation of law; '

- O action, ... the effect or purpose of which is to compel the removal, alteration, or relocation of any
structure by reason of any alleged violation ..., shall be maintained, unless such action, ... is commenced
. within ten years next after the commencement of the alleged violation.”

1. In contrast to the six-year statute of limitations, which explicitly covers both structural violations and
use violations, the ten-year period for zoning violations covers only stractural violations. The omission



of protection for use violations not sanctioned by the permit is plain on the face of the statute. Lord v.
Board of Appeals of Somerset, 30 Mass. App. Ct. 226 (1991).

2. The six-year statute of limitations is applicable where the building permit authorizes the activity which
is in violation of the zoning bylaw. Lord v. Zoning Board of Appeals of Somerset. 30 Mass. App.
Ct. 226 (1991).

3. A structure on a lot which did not comply with the lot width requirements of the zoning bylaw due io
a conveyance was protected by the ten-year statute of limitations. Murphy v. Kotlik, 34 Mass. App.
Ct. 410 (1993). ‘

4. A use protected by Section 7 is not entitled to nonconforming use protection. Bruno v, Board of
Appeals of Wrentham, 62 Mass. App. Ct. 527 (2004).

5. The burden of establishing whether a use or structure & protected by Section 7 is on the party
claiming the benefit. Moreis v. Oak Bluffs Board of Appeals, 62 Mass. App. Ct. (2004).

6. A building permit indicating that a building would be used for “commercial use” lacked the specificity
to trigger the Section 7 protection where the court found it absurd to suggest that the Legislature in
adopting Section 7 intended “terms of the original building permit” to authorize any and all imaginable
commercial uses with no greater specification or description. Moreis v. Oak Bluffs Board of
Appeals, 62 Mass. App. Ct. 53 (2004).

ALTERATIONS TO NONCONFORMING STRUCTURES
e e N N IRVIIING IR UC TURES

Chapter 40A. Section 6. ... a zoning ordinance or by-law shall not apply to structures ... lawfully in
existence ... but shall apply. ... to any alteration of-a.stracture, begun after the first notice of said public
hearing to provide for its use for a substantially different purpose or for the same purpose in a
substantially different manner ... "

1. When a nonconforming structure is altered to provide for a use different from the use prior to
alteration, the ordinance applies even if the new use is a permitted one. Nichols v. Board of Zoning
Appeal of Cambridge, 26 Mass. App. Ct. 631 (1988).

2. Repairing is simply mending defective portions of a strocture, while an alieration is a change of such a
nature and extent as to produce a different structure or a structure so changed in some essential
aspects as to constitute a different structure. Boston and Albany R.R. v. Dept. of Pub. Utilities, 314
Mass. 634 (1943).

3. The court recognizes that a municipality may specify conditions for and limitations on changes to
nonconforming signs and did not permit a rewording of a nonconforming sign where the bylaw
specifically prohibited rewording unless the sign was brought into compliance with the bylaw.
Strazzula v. Building Inspector of Wellesley, 357 Mass. 694 (1970).




4. Ifazoning bylaw does not specifically prohibit rewording, a rewording of a nonconforming sign is not
an alteration of a structure to provide for its use for a substantially different purpose of for the same
purpose in & substantially different manner or to a substantially greater extent. Barron Chevrolet, Inc.
v. Danvers, 419 Mass. 404 (1995),

THE SECTION 6 REVIEW AND FINDING

Chapter 40A, Section 6. "Pre-existing nonconforming structures or uses:may be. extended:or.altered,
provided that no such extension or alteration. shall be permitted unless there is a finding by the permit
granting authority or by the special permit granting authority designated by ordinance. or by-law that such
change, exiension or alteration shall not be substantially more detrimental than the existing nonconforming
[structure or] use to the neighborhood.”

1. In order to render the statute intelligible, the court added the term "structure” so that the concluding
portion of this sentence would read "shall not-be substantially more detrimental than the existing
nonconforming structure or use to the.neighborhood." Willard v. Board of Appeals of Orleans, 25
Mass. App. Ct. 15 (1987).

2. The extent that nonconforming structures or uses may be extended, altered or changed is left to the
discretion of the local legislative body. The Zoning Act does not require that communities authorize
the extension, alteration or change of nonconforming structures or uses. Blasco v. Board of Appeals
of Winchendon, 31 Mass, App. Ct. 32 (1991).

3. We conclude that the statute authorizes, but does not require, 2 municipality to choose a special
permit application as the procedure for extension or alteration of a nonconforming use. The statute
permits a town to require the same number of affirmative voles to grant applications for the
alterations of a nonconforming use as to the grant of any other special permit, or to delegate the
chore to the permit granting authority which would permit approval by a simple majority. Shrewsbury
Edgemere Associates, Itd. Partnership v. Board of Appeals of Shrewsbury, 409 Mass, 317 (1991)

4. The statute requires that, in the absence of a variance, ay extension or structural change of a
nonconforming structure must comply with the bylaw. If the proposed extension or change conforms
to the bylaw, the statuie requires a finding that the exiension or change will not be substantially more
detrimental to the neighborhood. Indeed, even as to single or two-family residences, structures to
which the statute appears to give special protection, the zoning bylaw applies to a reconstruction,
extension, or change that would intensify the existing nonconformities o result in additional ones.
Rockwood v. The Snow Inn Corp., 409 Mass. 361 (1991).

5. The statute requires that, in the absence of a variance, any change or substantial extension of a

nonconforming use must comply with the bylaw. Cox v. Board of Appeals of Carver, 42 Mass.
App. Ct. 422 (1997).

6. An ordinance that permitted an alteration to a nonconforming use in the absence of a finding would
viofate the literal mandate of Section 6. McLaughlin v. Brockton, 32 Mass. App. Ct. 930 (1992).

CHANGE OF NONCONFORMING USE

Chapter 40A, Section 6. "... , a zoning ordinance or by-law ... shall apply to any change or substantial
extension of such use, ... ."

There exists a three part test for determining whether a current use of property is protected as a
nonconforming use. Bridgewater v. Chuckran, 351 Mass. 20 (1966).

a. Does the use reflect the nature and purpose of the use prevailing when the zoning bylaw

took effect?

b Is there a difference in the quality of character as well as the degree of use?

= Is the current use different in kind in its effect on the neighborhood?

An existing use will lose the protection afforded a nonconforming use for failure to satisfy even
one of the tests. Green v. Board of Appeals of Provincetown, 26 Mass. App. Ct. 469 (1988).

NON-USE AND ABANDONMENT

Chapter 40A, Section 6. “A zoning ordinance or by-law may define and regulate nonconforming uses
and structures abandoned or not used for a period of two years or more.

1. The abandonment of a nonconforming use results from the concurrence of two factors; (1) the intent:

to abandon and (2) the voluntary conduct that carries the implication of abandonment: Pioneer
Insuiation and Modernization Corp. v. Lynn, 331 Mass. 560 (1954); Dobbs v. Board of Appeals of
Northampton, 339 Mass. 684 (1959); Derby Refining Co. v. Chelsea, 407 Mass.703 (1990).




. Non-occupancy or suspension of business due to causes over which the owner has no control do not

of themselves constitute abandonment and lapse of time not the controlling factor. Pioneer Insulation
and Modernization Corp. v, Lynn, 331 Mass. 560 (1954).

. The Legislature has provided express criteria distinctly stated in the disjunctive so that commumities

may employ either or both. The first criterion is abandonment that can happen momentarily, without

lapse of any stated period of time. Bartlett v. Board of Appeals of Lakeville, 23 Mass. App. Ct. 664
(1987); Ka-Hur Enterprises, Inc. v. Zoning Board of of Provincetown, 424 Mass. 404

(1977).

. We think the Legislature intended to authorize municipalities to extinguish otherwise protected

nonconforming uses if particular premises are nof in fact used for the protected purposes for a

minimum of two years. Bartlett v. Zoning Board of Appesls of Lakeviile, 23 Mass. App. Ct. 664

(1987); Ka-Hur Enterprises, inc. v. Zoning Board of Appeals of Provincetown, 424 Mass. 404
(1997).

. Nothing in the Zoning Act suggests that the abandonment or non-use requirements do not apply to

nonconforming single and two-family dwellings and the court assumed that such provisions would be
applicable to nonconforming single and two-family dwellings. Dial Away Co., Inc. v. Zoning Board

of Appeals of Auburn, 41 Mass. App. Ct. 165 (1996).

. 'The voluntary demolition of a building constitutes abandonment. Berliner v. Feldman, 363 Mass 767

(1973).

. The lapse of 23 years following the demolition of a nonconforming single-family structure was so

significant that abandonment existed as a matter of law. Dial Away Co., Inc. v. Board of Appeals of

- Auburn, 41 Mass. App. Ct. 165 (1996).

. Where the lapse of time (40 years) following the cessation of a nonconforming use was so significant

that abandonment exists as a matter of law and evidence of things done or not done carries the
implication of abandonment and supports a finding of intent, whatever the avowed state of mind of

the owner.

Petition of Boston Gas Company, Colonial Gas Company, and Essex Gas Company, each
d/b/a National Grid to the Department of Public Utilities for Recovery of Lost Base Revenue
for Calendar Years 2008 and 2009.

On August 2, 2010, Boston Gas Company, Colonial Gas Company, and Essex Gas
Company, each d/b/a National Grid (together, “National Grid” or “Company”) filed with the
Department of Public Utilities (“Department”) a petition for approval to recover lost base
revenue (“LBR”) for calendar years 2008 and 2009. The Company states that the proposed
LBR represents its decreased distribution revenues associated with reduced gas sales as a result
of the Company’s 2008 and 2009 energy efficiency programs. The Company seeks to recover
$529,840 in LBR plus carrying charges of $29,469 for 2008, and $1,979,653 in LBR plus
$231,601 in carrying charges for 2009. In addition, the Company seeks approval for effect
November 1, 2010 of a revised local distribution adjustment clause, M.D.P.U. No. 2.6, which
proposes to add an LBR factor to the Company’s energy efficiency cost-recovery formulas.
The Department has docketed this matter as D.P.U. 10-99. '

If the Company’s petition is approved as requested, the bill impacts will be as follows:
a typical residential heating customer using 190 therms per mouth during the winter season will
experience a monthly bill increase of $0.49, or approximately 0.17 percent; a typical
residential heating customer using 54 therms per month during the summer season will
experience a monthly bill increase of $0.10, or approximately 0.18 percent; a typical
residential non-heating customer using 31 therms per month during the winter season will
experience a monthly bill increase of $0.08, or approxirnately 0.13 percent; and a typical
residential non-heating customer using 31 therms per month during the summer season will
experience a monthiy bill increase of $0.06, or approximately 0.12 percent. Biil impacts for
commercial and industrial customers will vary. These customers should contact the Company
for specific bill impact information. '

The Department will conduct a public hearing to receive comments on the Company’s
petition. The hearing will take place on October 12, 2010, at 2:00 p.m. at the Department’s
offices, One South Station - 2™ Floor, Boston, Massachusetts 02110, A procedural conference

will take place immediately following the public hearing. Any person who desires 1o comment
may do so at the time and place noted above or submit written comments to the Department not
later than the close of business (5:00 p.m.) on October 12, 2010.

Any person who desires to particjpate in the evidentiary phase of this proceeding must
file a written petition for leave to intervene with the Department not later than the close of -
business on Qctober 5, 2010. A petition for leave to intervene must satisfy the timing and
substantive requirements of 220 C.M.R. § 1.03. Receipt by the Department, not mailing,
constitutes filing and determines whether a petition has been timely filed. A petition filed Iate
may be disailowed as untimely, unless good cause is shown for waiver under 220 C.M.R.

§ 1.01(4). To be allowed, a petition under 220 C.M.R. § 1.03(1) must satisfy the standing
requirements of G.L. ¢c. 30A, § 10.
